In the letter read at the council board 
on Tuesday evening from the Indian De- 
partment, in reference to the cost of 
burying the young squaw “Kosalie’, who 
came to her death by foul means last 


March, tie Indian Department were ask- 
ed for th. cost incurred, which was some- 


what abut $50, and only refunded $29 


of the amount. The department says 
that a plain box would haye been suffi- 
cient, &c., &c. At the time of the death 
Of the squaw the people of Calgary gen- 
@ral'y felt that if there was any callous- 
Reus or indifference shown by the white 
People, thut it might easily be vonstrued 
by the Indisns as meaning that they did 
mot care aboutit because she wax usquaw, 
and that they were more in «y mpathy 
with the criminal than the friend« of the 
viotim. Accordingly atter deliberate 
flection, it was decided to vive her as 
spectable o burial as it ehe had been 
white woman. 

The effect was manifest at the time. 
The Indians congregated in large num 
bers round the coffin, her brother made 
® speech in which he pointed out to the 
Indians assembled that the white peo- 
ple had treated the remains of their 
dead aster ax weil as if she had been a 
white woman and that it showed that the 
white people hid no sympathy with the 
crime and thus was removed all danger 
of revenge on some isoluied white 
woman some time in the future. ‘he 
Departinent did not think it necessary 
to go beyond the expense of a pauper's 
funeral, Pursimony and red tape some- 
times prove disastrous and it does not 
take many unwise acts to pile up a feel- 
jog of dissatiefaction in the minds of an 
Indian population, The Council of Cal- 
gary stepped in at the right time and did 
a wise act. The people of Calgary are 
willing to sustain the Council in their 
act of wisdom by paying the cost which 
the Indian Department have refused to 
Fecoun.

Dear Sin,—There may be others who, 
like myself, are carrying a light ingur- 
ance depending on the protection of our 
fire engine und brigade, and would like 
to know by what right or authority the 
council or any one else have sending the 
fire engine out to the race track, thus 
leaving the town without its protection, 
In case of a fire who pays for it, the town 
Or the Mayor and Council?
